THE EARLS OF SHEFFIELD. 


OHN BAKER HOLROYD, Ist Earl of Sheffield 
(1735-1821), is best remembered as the lifelong friend 
of Edward Gibbon, the Historian, and as Gibbon’s 
Executor, and the editor of his Miscellaneous Works, 
which he published in 1796 in two volumes. The 
greater part of Gibbon’s published correspondence was with Lord 
Sheffield ; and Gibbon is buried in the Sheffield family mausoleum 

in Fletching Church. 


Lord Sheffield was an eminent Statesman, a voluminous 
writer on commerce, etc., President of the Board of Agriculture, 
and holder of many other important posts, but, above all, he was 
a great Patriot ; and when England was in daily fear of invasion, 
he raised, at his own expense, a regiment of light dragoons, called 
the 22nd or Sussex Regiment, of which he was Colonel. 


He purchased Sheffield Park in 1769 from Lord de la Warr, 
and most of the furniture in the present Sale was bought at that 
time. The contents of Sheffield Park were dispersed in 1909, 
on the death of the 3rd Earl, but the collections now being sold 
were removed to the Dower House, Clinton Lodge, Fletching, 
adjoining the Park. 


The 2nd Earl led a retired life as a great landowner and 
country gentleman, and his son, the 3Rp Earn, was famous as 
a lover of Cricker. He took an English team to Australia in 
1892-3, and entertained the visiting teams on many occasions, 
his cricket ground at Sheffield Park being probably the finest 
private ground in England; the Sheffield Challenge Shield 
is the great annual event in Australian cricket competitions. 
A marble bust of this Earl is included in the present Sale.

OLD OAK FURNITURE. 


REMARKABLE lOTH CENTURY ENGLISH REFECTORY

able interest. This table came from BREDE, IN SUSSEX, 
and passed through many hands, but a very interesting 
connection is shown by the branded stamps on both 
supports of the OXENBRIDGE family. the stamp taking 
the form of a punning rebus on the name, and showing 
an ox, and a bridge (Oxen-bridge) 


The Oxenbridge family can be traced as living in Brepr 
and neighbourhood from 1340 for over two centuries, 
and some very curious legends are connected with their 
name. A later member of the family was John Oxen- 
bridge, the famous non-conformist, who in 1660 was 
ejected from his fellowship of Eton, emigrated to the 
United States, and became one of the leading ministers 
of Boston; his interesting Will, dated 1673, has been 
published by Judge Warren (see papers that accompany 
the table), 8ft. long, 2ft. 5in. wide
